FORT SUMTER. 


Forr Scwter is a modern trancated 
nal fert, built upon an artificia) 

sland at theanegth of Charieston arbor, 
three and three-eights miles from the city 
of Charleston. ‘The island has for its base 
a gand and mud bank, with a superstruc- 
ture; if we may so term it, of the refuse 
chips from several northero granite quar- 
rica. These rocks are Griniy embedded in 
the sand, and apon them the present forti- 
‘€cation is reared. The island itself cost 
half awillion of dellars, aud was ten years 
in constraction. The fortification cost ago- 
ther balf a willion dotiars, and at the time 
of its occapancy by Major Anderson wae 
#0 compicted as to admit the intro 


duction of its armament. The walls are 
of solid Lrick and concrete masoury, built 
close to the edge of the water and with- 
out a berm. They are sixty feet high end 
from eight to twelve fect in thickness, and 
are pierced for three tiers of guns on the 
north, east, aud west exterior sides. Its 
weakest point is on the south side, of 
which the masonry is not only weaker 
ghan that of the other sides, but it is not 
protected by any flank fire, whieh would 
sweepthe wharf.

ITALY. 
A DISMAL PICTCRE OF THE ETERNAL CITY. 


The Tarin correspondent of the London 
Times, discussing the question of the future 
capital of the Italian kingdom, says: 

If by capital we merely mean the seat 
of government, a place like the Llague or 
W ashington, the question does not deserve 
one minute’s attention. People have only 
to appear on any given spot, and the 
meaner and poorer they find it the less 
chance will there be of arousing the jeal- 
ousy and heartburning of emulous towns. 
But if what the Italians want is not 
merely a home for there bureaucracy, but 
areal centre and heart of the country, a 
proper stage for real political and social 
movement, the focus of industrial and tn- 
tellectual life—a real wetropolis—that is, 
a standard city—their own Paris or Lon- 
deu—they must be aware that such a 
place is no more “built in one day” than 
their own Kome was said to be. As they 
know they cannot make it, they fancy they 
they have ready+uade. Rome has, in- 
deed, been long built. It has long been 
their capital; its existence was always 
wound up with the destinies of the coun- 
try; bat it isa town where the past bas 
been crushing and killing the present. It 
has all the materials of a great city and 
plenty of room in it; but it is atown with- 
out a people—a town from which the 
people have fled. 

Some ltalian Utepists talk very glibly 
about the practicability of briuging a 
people there, of colouising the rains of the 
Campagna with a million of the most 10- 
bust and active population from every 
part of the euinsula.
